ACT ON ‘CEMETERY’ REQUEST 


The county planning commission’* ‘’'unfinished busine**” of pa*»- 
in* upon the proposal to e*tablish a memorial park, or cemetery, at 
South Lafuna, remained unfinished today after proponent* and oppon­ 
ent* of the plan had battered commission ear-drums with long and 
earnest exhortation* pro and con.
